Laruba, April 20.— The sihiation on 
th« frontier haa not, according to tho 
latMtadyloea, been materially modified.

The Turks 
foaght like devils and the .Oreeks re- 
sisted in the spirit of their ancestori). 
The moat inexplicable fact in connec- 
tion with tho whole engagrniont is tho 
comparatively small nnmbor of killed. 
All the special correspondents iigreo to 
this. The Turks appear to liave fired 
as wildly with their rifles at Milouua 
Pass as they did at Arta, where the 
flghtinK consisted of an artillery duel 
between tlie rival batteries (Hi ouch Kide 
of tho river, lasting about four hours in 
the afternoon. There they fired only 
one out of five shots with any effect and 
their batteries were soon silenced by 
the Greeks, whose marksmanship was 
much superior. The Turkish losses at 
Arta are believed to liave been very 
heavy. On the (ireek side there was 
not a man killed. 

The latest advices are th^t the Greek 
troops are advancing to reooonp^ their 
positions at Milonna and at Gritzovali, 
the latter of which, it is alleged, was 
abandoned owinjr tf) a niisunderstand- 
ing by the general in command, who 
Interpreted as an order of retreat what 
was really intended as an order to ad- 
vance.

tee Albanian Frontier situation More 
Favorable For the Greeks. 

Athbns. April 30.— It is reported here 
that a large body of Albanians, estimat- 
ed at upward of 2,000 who had crossed 
the Greek frontier with the avowed in- 
tention of pushing on to Larissa, has re- 
crossed and is now ravaging Epirus. 

Colonel Manos, with 25,0()0 men, hav- 
ing crossed the Arakphoe under the pro- 
tection of the Greek artillery batteries, 
is now in Epiros, where, it is believed, 
his foroe is oonsiderablj in esoeas of the 
Turkish.

Blassona, Headquarters of the Turk- 
ish Army in Macedonia, Ajiril 20.— Tlie 
Turkish forces continue to hold tho 
Mliotma pass, though it is reported that 
the Greeks nro advancing, or making 
ready to advance, to reoccupy the posi- 
tions from which they were dislodged 
on Sunday.

Miles Below Natchez. *

Belief Work Carried On. 

Natcbkz, Miss., Ainil 8Q.— The first 

break on the ConcordiA jWUkll ttont oc- 
curred on Sunday iiiorniu|[ j|p|tt when 
tlie (ilasscock levee gave way. This 
levee is lo<'ate<l about 2H miles below 
Natchez and is near the lower end of 
the levee syiteilft oiF the parish. It is an 
old levee and has received no attention 
since 1891. There wa.s a large fon e yf 
men at work on it .Sunday morning 
raising and strengthening it. Tliey 
were working their way to tho lower 
end of it wh,oo snddeuly the laborers 
saw the muddy water begin to ^bble 
up at the lower end and in lei^ time 
than it takes to tell it, the seething 
water tore a irreat hole through it. 

After the bnak started it Wiis impos- 
sible to stop it and work on the em- 
bankment was at once slopjiod. The 
water rushed throuf,'h at a great rate 
and began spreading' out in the low- 
lands adjacent I'lie eatastropho was 
not unexpected ami its disasiroiis efl'ic^ 
wore in a moasun' <liscountcd by reason 
of all tlio st<K'k and other perishable 
property liavini,' bo<'n removed. 

The water from this lireak will itinn- 
dato tho lower p.irt of tho j arish from 
MiMjrville down to l-!rat)sron. ( ovoriiig a 
uuiiibor of tine pI;iiiiations, hut it was 
oxiv ( t<d that most of this siction would 
po umler anyhow Ironi the overflow 
that will talio phico in Hlack river froi'.i 
tije Biggs crevasse below Delta. It will 
entail a vast aiiioiiiit of sntFeriiifx of the 
po()i>le of tlie neiffhtiurliood and relief 
will have to bo e.xtendi'd to ihotn. Tliis 
levee was V2 foot in hei^rht, and when 
the crevasse o<'curred the v ater on the 
Iront was between 10 and II foet high 
against it !ind four fo' t on the back, 
wliile the fall of tho water mnnini; 
thnaigh it is from six to seven feet. 
The break is near tho old llonporo cre- 
vasse, through which the river has been 
running, and the waters of the two will 

mingle. 

Captain Derby, the United States en- 
gineer in charge Of this district, and 
Assistant Eiiftineer Hardy liave gone 
down to the break, c^irrying 60 men 
with them for the purpose of tnang to 
"tie" the ends of the break. The cre- 
vasse is reported to be frtni 800 to 1,000 
feet wide and still caving. 

The river at Natdiez has fallen 20- 
lOOtlis in the past 4H hours, but again 
shows a rising tendency. This city is 
fast flUing np with flood refugeies and 
every effort will be made to care for 
them. Stock of all kinds continnes to 
poi|ir in by the steamboat load. 

All the other levees in thisTidoity 
are in good sha pe. 

LAND FAST DtSAPPEARINQ. 

TiM SttaaMaa at eigt*' Cravaaw Is OMw- 
In'ir Worse. 

Mempju.s, April 20.— The situation at 
Biggs, where tho water is rushing 
through the crevuKse in torrents, Js 
groMring worse. Madison parish is fa^t 
becoming inondatod and the water will 
extend to other parishes, destroying 
thousands of acres of newly planted 
cro]is. Vicksburg, Natchez and other 
river jKunts are crowded with refugees 
and everything possible is being done to 
alleviate the suffering of the poorer 
claasett. 

Calls for aid have been sent out from 
ytH-tions of the overflowed Mlseishippi 
delta, and while the waters are slowly 
receding, the suffering and destitution 
increases. The situation throughout 
the delta is about tlie same. The plant- 
ers hope that the M'aters will be carried 
away in time to make a good crop. 

A break has tx-cun-ed in the Rt id 
levee, one and a half miles below tlu' 
Hi}.'gs break. The break is LOO foot 
wide, but not widening fast, as the 
water behind the leivee from th|B Biggs 
break prevented it going thrm^^ with 
any great velocity. 

At Memphis the river is slowly fall- 
ing and at Cairo a decided fall is re- 
ported. 

The Memphis relief committee has 
issued the following : 

"The executive committ^ 6t the 
flood Biofferers relief committee of Mem- 
pliis after returning thanks to a general 
public at home and abroad foir liberal

Memphis relief committee shtmld cease. 
If any future emergency should arise, 
the jtublic will be advise<l."

The levees during the past few^ weeks 
have stood a fearful strain, something 
in itself that is admirable testimony us 
to their stability, and with extra precau- 
tious now being taken there is little 
foundation for an impression tliat a 
break will occur. Public sentiment 
clearly approves of the actions of the 
officials in charge of the leveea in this 
city.
